The field represents the Ho!y 
Scriptures, and the Gospel is the 


treasure. The earth itself is not 
so filled with gold and other 


precious things as the Word of 
God. The treasure is said to be 
hidden. This treasure, the plan 
of redemption, its beauty and 
mystery, cannot be perceived by 
those who are wise in their own 
estimation and puffed up. ‘*They 
have eyes but they see not; they 
have ears but they hear not.’’ 
God does not conceal His truth 
from men, but they by 
their own course of action make 
it obscure to themselves. Jesus 
said,‘’Their ears are dull of hear- 
ing. and their eyes they have 
closed.’’ They have not the love 
of truth in their hearts. If our 
Gospel be hidden, it is hidden 


to them that the gods of this 
world hath blinded. 


Men are eagerly seeking after 
the treasures of this world, and 
are rejecting the greatest gift 
that heaven can bestow. Our 
salvation depends on a knowledge 
of the truth contained in the 
Scriptures. lt is God’s will that 
we possess this. 

Search, oh search the precious 
Bible with hearts open to the en- 
lightment of the Holy Spirit, 
Explore God’s Word as the miner 
explores the earth to discover 
veins of , gold.
